STATEN ISLAND’S HEALTH, 


Staten Island’s net death rate is the lowest of any county in 
the State of New York. We say net, because the deaths in all 
the charitable and governmental institutions here are charged 
again t the county, and go to make up the average. It includes 
Fort Wadsworih, where there are constantly from 200 to 506 
soldiers; United States Marine Hospital, in which the deaths 
are all of sailors brought from incoming vessels in dying con- 
dition; Mariners’ Family Asylum, commonly known as Old 
Women’s Home, with an average of about fifty aged and de- 
crept widows of seamen; Sailors’ Snug Harbor, home for 
worn-out sailors, averaging 900 inmates, and several deaths 
each week; Home for Destitute Children of Seamen, 100 in- 
mates; Nursery and Chi'd’s Hospital, 100 inmates; Smith In- 
firmary and Staten Island Hospital, in which deaths fre- 
quently occur of people who are not residents of Staten Island. 

In spite of all these, Staten Island’s death rate averages 
lower than any of the five boroughs of the City of New York. 
and compares favorably with any county in the State. It i 
safe to say that one-fourth of the deaths in Staten Island fron 
week to week are of noa-residents. Deduct this percentage 
from the average as made up by the State department, and 
Staten Island’s actual average would be by far the lowest of 
any county in the State or country.

EDUCA TIONAL, 


LESTERLEIGH COLLEGIATE INSTITUTE, situ- 
(° ated in Westerleigh, a beautiful suburban park, is one 
of the most thorough preparatory schools in New 
York City. There are trolley lines on either side of 
the campus, making the school accessible not only to students 
of Staten Island, but of Bayonne, Elizabeth and New York City. 

The restrictions at Westerleigh are of such a nature that 
the students are not subjected to the degenerating influences 
which prevail in many preparatory schools. 

Great skill has been shown in the arrangement of the work 
of the school. In primary and intermediate grades the classes 
are restricted to twenty in number. Each subject is taught by 
a specialist in that department. All the apparatus necessary 
to make the work of these grades a success has been provided. 

The work of the Academic School is elective; each student 
being allowed to elect as much work as he can give thorough 
preparation, 

Well equipped laboratories have been provided for the 
work in science, and a carefuliy selected library for work in 
history and literature. 

Twenty one classes recite each day in the classic and 
modern languages. College specialists have this work in 
charge. 

The work in mathematics and English is the pride of the 
school, Itis of such an advanced nature that pupils can do 
college-freshman and sophomore work. 

The classes are in charge of fourteen teachers, all of whom 
are graduates of noted schools in this country, and some have 
had degrees from foreign institutions. 

The athletics of the school are as well cared for as the 
educational part. A campus amply large for track athletics, 
baseball diamond, football gridiron and tennis courts, has been 
fitted up at a large expense adjacent to the school building.

chants and British officiais; notably of Gov. Dongan, who 
built a mansion there, and whose shooting lodge, near what is 
now Castleton Corners, is still one of the historic mansions of 
the Island. 

Staten Island during the Revolutionary war was occupied 
at times by the British and at other times the Americans, plac-. 
ing the inhabitants in the painful predicament of assuring the 
British of their loyalty one day, and giving the Americans 
similar assurance the next. During these troublesome times < 
great many treasures were hidden by burial under ground bs 
the inhabitants of the Island, and discoveries of these treas- 
ures are made from time to time even to this day, when ex- 
cavations for buildings or other improvements are made. 

Beginning with the early part of this century, Staten Island 
became more and more popular as a place of residence, par- 
ticularly by those fond of its many natural beauties, and as the 
transportation facilities between New York and Staten Island 
were improved, the population increased rapidly, and ranks 
fifth among the counties of the State of New York in per- 
centage of increased population.

Every interest conceivable hay 
its annual or semi-annual meetings, conventions, congresses, 
or whatever name may be applied to the gatherings of polit 
ical, scientific, business, professional, or other bodies. As bus 
iness and pleasure are usually combined on such occasions, 
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this kind. No finer place in all the wide, wide world for con 
ventions can be found than beautiful Westerleigh, severa 
views of which are presented in this volume. It is eight miles 
in a direct line from New York City Hall, reached by ferry to 
St. George, train or trolley (both beautiful scenic routes) to 
Port Richmond, and trolley to Westerleigh. At Westerleigh 
is located the University Temple, with a seating capacity of 
four thousand. Its acoustic properties are fine; it has a large 
platform for delegates, back of which are several large rooms 
for consultation and committee work. Westerrleigh is elevated 
about 150 feet above tide water. commanding fine views of 
surrounding country, and combines nature and art in the most 
charming way. There is a magnificent grove in the midst of 
which is a splendid spring, and every open space is radiant 
with flowers and plants.

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and Hudson River and the Great Lakes ttaffic, the Delaware 
and Raritan Canal, the center of the coastwise traffic from 
Halifax to Galveston, a> well as the great transatlantic com- 
merce, and above all others, the terminus of the great trunk 
lines of the country, extending into and carrying from every 
State of the Union the products of the nation, either for con- 
sumption or for export to foreign parts. All this great traffic 
passes through the port of New York, and is largely handled 
on the piers, docks, and the railroad and shipping terminals 
of the Borough of Richmond. 

The only place in greater New York where goods can be 
handled direct from the ship to the railroad car, or vice versa, 
is in the Borough of Richmond, where the tracks of the Staten 
Island Rapid Transit Railroad (a belt line connecting via the 
great Arthur Kill Bridge with the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road, the Pennsylvania Railroad, the Reading Railroad, the 
Lehigh Valley Railroad, the Jersey Central Railroad, the Erie 
Railroad) runs along the shore of the Narrows and the Kill 
vou Kull and Staten Island Sound for a distance of about 
eighteen miles, serving docks, piers, warehouses and manu- 
facturing concerns too numerous to mention. 

With a depth of water at the pierhead line of from twenty 
to forty feet, and a strong current keeping the channel clean, 
and in winter clear from ice, the advantages of these water 
fronts can easily be understood. 

In most places the ground gradually ascends from the wat- 
er’s edge until it reaches an altitude of 420 feet above tide 
water on Todt Hill, An easier and more perfect method of 
draining and sewering can scarcely be conceived, and it is 
probably due to the excellent sanitary advantages and the even 
temperature and mild climate that the health records place 
Richmond Borough, or County, at the head of the healthiest 
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counties of New York State. The Borough has 176 miles of 
macadam roads, finished or about to be completed. It has 
sixty miles of sewers, and seventy miles of flagged and curbed 
sidewalks. 

The principle ferry service is from the Battery, New York, 
to St. George, from where passengers are distributed to all 
parts of the borough on either steam or the electric cars. 

The Rapid Transit Railroad is a double steel track rock 
ballast passenger and freight road, extending from South 
Beach, on the Lower Bay, to Arlington on the North Shore, 
connecting via the Arthur Kill Bridge with the great trunk 
lines terminating in New York Harbor. 

An important branch of the system is the Staten Island 
Railroad, extending from Clifton, on, the Narrows, to Totten 
ville, at the extreme southern end of the Island. Shinments 
can be made from all stations to all parts of the United States. 
The Rapid Transit Railroad being what may be termed a belt 
line, connects with the Pennsylvania Railroad, The Baltimore 
& Ohio Railroad, the Central Railroad of New Jersey, the 
Lehigh Valley Railroad, the Reading Railroad, and other trunk 
lines. 

The passenger and freight terminals of this road at St. 
George are among the largest in the country, and are used ex- 
tencively by the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad as its New York 
freight terminus. From here freight is shipped in car ferries 
- and lighters to all parts of New York Harbor, and by sailing 
vessels and steamers to all parts of the Atlantic Coast and 
Europe. 

The railroad rates from Staten Island to any part of the 
United States are the same as from New York City proper. 

The so-called lighterage limits, within which goods con- 
signed to New York Harbor will be delivered by the lighter 
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free from additional charge, extend from Fort Wadsworth, on 
the Narrows, to the Flour Mill dock, at Mariner Harbor. 

A number of steamboats, such as the New Brunswick, the 
Meta, and others, do a daily freight business between Perth 
Amboy or Tottenville and New York City, touching at points 
along the Staten Island Sound and Kill von Kull for freight 
to be delivered to any dock, pier or ship in New York Harbor, 
returning in the evening with return loads. 

The tax rate in the Borough of Richmond is $2.01 per $100 
of the assessed valuation. 

Insurance rates on dwellings are from fifty to sixty cents 
per $100 for three years’ policies; on manufacturing and bus- 
iness property the rates vary according to the nature of the 
business and the exposure to danger. s 

Rents for small and medium-sized houses vary from $10 
monthly for six and seven-room cottages, upward to $25, $30, 
$40 and $50 per month for nine and ten-room houses well lo- 
cated in the desirable residence districts. 

The New York anc Staten Island Electric Light and Power 
Company, from its large plant at Livingston, furnishes light 
and power to all parts of the borough. 

Water for manufacturing purposes can be obtained either 
from wells sunk in the premises (as water-bearing strata are 
found in all parts of the borough), or at reasonable rates from 
either of the four water companies located in different parts 
of the Island. 
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STATEN ISLAND’S ROAD SYSTEM. 


One of the first items of importance to the manufacturer, the 
home-seeker, the visitor or the pleasure-seeker, is the quality 
of the public roads. Unquestionably, Staten Island’s most 
valuable asset is its system of country roads. There are now 
ovér one hundred miles of improved roads, paved on scientific 
principles, and up-to-date in every detail. It is called mac- 
adam, but is as far ahead of the original macadam as that was 
ahead of corduroy. The pavement on interior roads is sixteen 
feet wide, and on the streets in the populous districts it ex- 
tends from curb to curb. ail the principal roads and streets 
have been improved, but the work goes on, and will be con- 
tinued gradually until every thoroughfare of any importance 
whatever will be incorporated in the system. About fifty miles 
have been surveyed and marked off, and are ready for the 
actual work when reached. Expert road builders say that 
Staten Island’s roads are superior to those in Central Park, 
Manhattan, and altogether comprise the finest and most com- 
plete road system in the country. In the days of stage coaches, 
travelers between New York and Philadelphia would embark 
at the foot of Whitehall street, New York, for Staten Island, 
and on arrival of the cailing craft at what was later called 
Vanderhilt’s landing, would enter the stage coach to convey 
them along what was then termed the King’s Highway, now 
bearing the more modern appellation of the Richmond Road. 
to the other end of Staten Island, where they could cross the 
Blazing Star ferry, and continue the trip to Philadelphia. con- 
suming from thirty to thirty-six hours for the trip, including 
stops. The King’s Highway was then and is to-day, one of 
the grandest driveways along the Atlantic Coast, and the pleas- 
ures felt by our ancestors a hundred years ago or more is 
to-day enjoyed in a more marked degree. While driving along 
this road in its winding and occasionally undulating course, 
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the range of finely wooded hills extends the full length of 
Staten Island, commanding in hundreds of places a view of 
the Lower Bay of New York, with the Jersey Highlands, San- 
dy Hook, and the ocean in the distance. The road was well 
named for even a king could not have selected a more beauti- 
ful roadway to bear his name. There are many equally charm- 
ing drives on Staten Island and all interested in them are re- 
ferred to the list of bicycle and carriage routes:

RICHMOND BEACH. 


The most idealistic spot on the Atlantic Coast for a Sum- 
mer resort has remained practically unknown, even to Staten 
Islanders until the attention of Mr. W. B. Rockwell was 
-alled to it a few months ago. He ins'antly saw its wonderful 
50ssibilities for development, and lost no time in purchasing 
he property, and naming it Richmond Beach. Elaborate
